POLISH STATEMENT ON DOMESTIC SITUATION 
OW301714 Beijing XINHUA in English 1657 GMT 30 Jan 81 


[Text] Warsaw, January 29 (XINHUA)--A statement of the Polish Government 
broadcast tonight dealt with the present serious situation facing the 
country. 


After reviewing the developments in the past five months since the signing 
of the August accords with the trade union "Solidarity," the statement said, 
"We have not been able to end quarrels and conflicts during the period." 


It added, “The process of stabilizing the country's life and making socialist 
reformation has again been disrupted by the escalation of tension and the 
heightening of dangerous activities and tendencies." 


"The economic situation is rapidly deteriorating which in turn worsens the 
difficulty in meeting the people's basic needs. The shortage of raw 
material, fuel, energy and products is more and more clearly felt by the 
whole national economy," it said. “Losses caused by strikes, decrease of 
productivity and the slackening of discipline in factories are increasing 
with every passing day." 


It pointed out, “The material base for the realization of the August accords 
is declining, and the deteriorating social atmosphere is endangering the 
process of the socialist reformation." 


The statement stressed, "The government's efforts to stabilize the situation 
in the country and free the country from crisis have been reduced to zero. 
Anarchy and chaos are entering the national life, endangering the fate of 
the homeland and its citizens. Forces hostile to the socialisi system are 
getting active.” 


The statement said that in the face of the situation, the Council of Ministers 
declares that, by virtue of its constitutional rights, it is obliged to ensure 
order and discipline, and to create conditions conducive to the normal life 
of the citizenry. “The Council of Ministers will have to take necessary 
decisions to ensure the normal functioning of plants and enterprises in 
conformity with the best social interests." 











The statement said in conclusion, "The government reiterates that it ie ready 
to continue talks with the ‘Solidarity’ on shortening the working week and 
other issues concerning the workers’ movement," 


At the end of last year, the “Solidarity” asked for an extensive introduction 
of five-day working system, However, the government did not think it feasible 
under the present extreme difficult economic situation. It only agreed to 

the gradual reduction of working hours. After several rounds of talks, 

some compromises have been made but the two sides could not yet reach any 
agreement, 


During the period, strikes have been staged in many areas. Workers did not go 
to work on Saturdays of January 10 and 24, 


Continued unrest has aroused concern among the Poles. The Polish Union of 
Fighters for Freedom and Democracy, mainly composed of veterans in World War II, 
held a meeting on January 27, calling for “the deepening of the sense of 
collective responsil:'‘tv towards the destiny of the country." It also 
emphasized that the society “needs stability, discretion and order." 


The Gdansk branch of the Writers’ Union recently appealed for utmost prudence 
in view of the situation at home and abroad. It urged the government to 
suspend the enforcement of its c cision on free Saturdays and the labor to stop 
taking strike actions. 


Some typical comments from men in the streets were: "The interest of the 
nation is above all. There will be no reform but catastrophe, if everybody 
stops working,” "The governrent and the labor should not break off negotia- 
tions" and "People should work instead of prattle." 


In a statement yesterday, the "Solidarity" called on its local chapters to 
stop issuing strike calls for the time being. It warned, however, that 

a nationwide warning strike would take place on February 3 if the government 
failed to resolve its differences with the workers by means of negotiation.

PREMIER ZHAO ZIYANG WELCOMED BY THAI PRESS

[Text] Bangkok, January 30 (XINHUA)—Newspapers here carried editorials and 
articles today expressing warm welcome to Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang and 
stressing the importance of his official visit. 


SING SIAN YIT PAO wrote in an editorial that Premier Zhao's visit will turn 
a new page ‘n the friendly relations between Thailand and China. 


It pointed out that the premier's visit is undertaken at a time when the 
situation in Asia is changing swiftly and the situation in Southeast Asia is 
deteriorating and when the security of Thailand and China, as well as peace 
in this region, are under threat posed by the greater and the lesser hege- 
monists working in collusion. Its importance can be easily perceived, the 
editorial said. 


Another paper THAI RATH noted editorially that Premier Zhao is the first 
head of the Chinese Government ever to visit Thailand. In addition to 
bilateral relations, the Indochina problems would also be ussed during 
the visit, it added, 


The Thai people, it said, welcome the Chinese premier and his party to their 
country. The visit demonstrates that although the two countries differ in 
political and economic systems, they have the same objective of promoting 
the welfare of the people. 


The NEW CHINESE DAILY NEWS wrote editorially that apart from promoting friend- 
ship between the two nations, Premier Zhao shoulders a particularly important 
task, that is, to increase his country's cooperation with Thailand and the 
other ASEAN countries in opposing the greater and the lesser hegemonists 

and checking the latter's unbridled aggression and expansion in Southeast Asia 
with the support of the former. 


An article in the GUANG HUA DAILY pointed out that the Thai people regard the 
Chinese premier's visit to Thailand as a "great event" which will enhance 
Sino-Thai relations and contribute to peace and stability in Southeast Asia. 


A signed article in the BANGKOK POST said, “Since the establishment of their 
diplomatic relations in July, 1975, Thailand and Ching have found that many 
of their national interests are identical, if not always the same." 




















The increase in the level and number of transactions between China and Thailand 
has deepend the understanding between the peoples of the two countries, it 
said, 


TONGFUA DAILY NEWS in an editorial yesterday said the hegemonists, the greater 
as well as the lesser, are evidently disturbed by the Chinese premier's 

visit to Thailand and Burma. Closer ties between China and Southeast Asian 
countries add to the strength of the forces against aggression and expansion, 
Therefore, the greater hegemonists through their propaganda machine have 


slanderously accused China of pursuing a policy of "creating tension in 
Southeast Asia." 


The editorial said facts have shown that it is not Chima but the lesser 
hegemonists, supported by the greater hegemonists, who are posing a real 
threat to Southeast Asia and want to maintain the tension in the region for 
the sake of theic expansionist designs.

"XINHUA' CORRESPONDENT PRAISES THAI PEACE EFFORTS

["Thailand Works for Peace in Southeast Asia—by Correspondent Yang Mu''--XINHUA 
headline] 


[Text] Bangkok, January 31 (XINHUA)--Thailand, a frontline country facing 
one of the world's hot spots, has earnec worldwide admiration by resolutely 
and successfully defending its own sovereignty and honor as well as peace 
and security in Southeast Asia. Its government, army and people, alert and 
ready for any exigency, become a bulwark confronting the Vietnamese regional 
hegemonists seeking to dominate the region. 


The incursions, harassment and provocations perpetrated by Vietnamese troops 
in Kampuchea have all failed in the face of Thailand's stout resistance. 


Vietnam, with Soviet backing, has been engaged in war provocations along 
the Thai-Kampuchean and Thai-Lao borders. Under Vietnamese command, Lao 
troops opened fire on two Thai patrol boats on the Mekong River on June 15 
last year, killing one and wounding two of the crews. 


On June 23, Vietnamese troops mounted a massive incursion into three Thai 
villages in Ta Phraya District, Prachinburi Province and were beaten back 
the next day. When this correspondent visited the war-ravaged Non Mak Moon 
village, he saw evidence of looting aud bodies of Vietnamese soldiers killed 
in the fighting. He was deeply impressed by the spirit of self-sacrifice 
and the courage of the Thai Arry and people to engage this formidable and 
treacherous enemy and defend their territory. 


Then on January 3 this year, Vietnamese troops launched another incursion 
into Thai territory and were again repulsed. 


Not reconciled to their failures, the Vietnamese are making preparations for 
more intrusions. But the Thai Army and people stand ready to do whatever 
is necessary to defend their land and peace in the region. 


Meanwhile, Thailand is working untiringly for a solution to the Kampuchean 
issue in accordance with the U.N. resolutions. The root cause of the 
issue lies in the Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea. Therefore, an ultimate 








settlement of the problem calls for the total withdrawal of Vietnamese troops 
from that country, which would enable the Kampuchean people to determine the 
future of their own land, This is the basic principle affirmed by the 
resolutions of the 34th and 35th sessions of the United Nations General 
Assembly. The Soviet Union and Vietnam stand opposed to it, while the ASEAN 
members nations and many other countries uphold the principle. 


Standing at the forefront of the struggle for the implementation of the U.N. 
resolutions, Thailand has played an active part at the 13th meeting of the 

ASEAN foreign ministers in Kuala Lumpur, which reaffirmed ASEAN's opposition 

to Vietnam's aggression. Then, Hanoi put forward a "peace proposal" on 

July 18 lust year, but it was rejected by Thai Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila 
the next day as "a poiitical manoeuvre and blackmail." 


At the 35th session of the U.N, General Assembly, the ASEAN countries won a 
resounding victory when the General Assembly upheld Democratic Kampuchea's 

seat in the United Nations and passed a resolution for an international 
conference on Kampuc’*: In both the Thai Government played an important role. 


Now, Thailand and the other ASEAN countries are making a strenuous effort for 
the convening of the international conference under the U.N. resolution, 


Another major contribution made .y Thailand is its care of the refugees from 
Indochina. Dedicated to humanita-ianism, it has abided by the principles for 
the relief and resettlement of the refugees. 


Vietnam's occupation of Kampuchea, its domination of Laos and suppression and 
fleecing of its own people have resulted in the exodus of Indochinese refugees 
to Thailand. Hundreds of thousands of these refugees wandered helplessly in 
Thai-Kampuchean border areas, and a great number of them were settled in 
various camps provided by the Thai Government. In the past two years, many 
countries and international organizations have raised funds for and rendered 
other help to the refugees. But Thailand's dedication to humanitarianism 

is certainly most admirable. 


At refugee camps this correspondent had the chance to listen ‘o many heart- 
rending stories and also words of gratitude to the Thai Government and people. 


With the international relief diminishing and some international relief 
organisations soon to cease functioning, Thailand is now faced with serious 
difficulties in taking care of the refugees. Nevertheless, it sticks by the 
humanitarian stand on the problem of refugees and opposes ‘ae shipment of 
relief supplies in large quantities to the Heng Samrin regime, and disapproves 
of the use of relief funds for economic rehabilitation. 


Thailand has also been instrumental in cementing the unity of the ASEAN countries, 
taking it as the most valuable asset in the face of the threac posed by the 
greater and lesser hegemonists. By maintaining close contact with each other and 
coordinating their efforts in every diplomatic move, the five ASEAN nations 
managed to speak in one voice at their foreign ministers’ meeting last June and 
at the 35th United Nations General Assembly, thereby contributing significantly 

to peace in Southeast Asia.

of life and death co that party." Thies opinion expressed by Comrade Chen Yun 
solemnly put the extreme importance of rectifying party work etyle before the 
whole party and people of the whole country. This further indicated the Party 
Central's Committee's unewerving determination to implement party work style, 
and at the same time reminded eve. v communist and party cadre and all those 
who love and support the party tha. they should wholeheartedly pay attention to 
the question of party work etyle. For a Communist Party member, to pay attention 
to party work style is no other than a demonstration of hie party character. 
Every communist should seriously study the documents of the Central Discipline 
Inepection Commission's forun on carrying out the “Guiding Principles" and 
exert himself anew for the sake of strictly implementing party work etyle and 
party discipline and resolutely rectifying devious trends within the party. 


Since the smashing of the “gang of four” and especially at the Third Plenary 
Session of the Lith Party Central Committee, the Party Central Committee timely 
and courageously broached the question of rectifying devious trends within the 
party and restoring and giving full scope to the party's fine tradition and 
work etyle.

Precisely because of this, we were able to heal the grave injuries caused by 
the “gang of four” in a relatively short period of time and shift the focus of 
our work in time to the construction of the four modernizations. Correct 
political line, principles and policies gust be guaranteed by correct organ- 
igational line and good work style. Bwt for the fact that the Party Central 
Committee resolutely grasped the question of party work etyle during the last 
few years, we would not have achieved the kind of results we have today. Now, 











the Party Central Committee has once more elevated the question of party work 
atyle for the party in power to the high level of life and death to the party~ 
this serves also to raise our perception of the question of party work style a 
great step higher. Only by unewervingly implementing party work etyle will ic 
be possible to have the party's line, principles and policies smoothly carried 
out and to rely on the masses of the people in winning new victories in the 
construction of the four modernisations. 


We are the party in power shouldering the grave task of history to lead the 
masses of the people in the building of a modern, highly democratic, and 

highly civilised socialist power. Some comrades view the implementation of 

party work etyle and the development of our economy a6 two aspects mutually 
unrelated to each other or even opposed to each other; this is obviously in- 
correct. Be it readjustment, reform, or conetruction of the four modernisations, 
what do we have to rely on? Te it not the vast ranks of the masses of the 
people, the full mobilisation and development of their enthusiasm, that we gust 
rely on? When the masses become critical about party work etyle and about certain 
cadres’ work etyle and particularisation, 4 emall oumber of people aleo lose their 
confidence as 4 result and hence their enthusiasm becomes likewise seriously 
affected. Does this really indicate that the question of party work etyle is 

not related to the development of our economy’? In carrying out the construction 
of our four modernizations, we need a good social atmosphere, we need to have the 
masses of the people united with one mind and one goal; if the party work etyle 

of the party in power ie not rectified, how can we unite the masses and lead the 
masses’? Therefore, if we wish to have the people's work atyle rectified, we 

must rectify the party work etyle: this etatement surely anewers the illness 

of the time. 


Today, the way party work etyle remains to be rectified in some localities is 
etill fairly serious. Some refuse to carry out the party's line, principles and 
policies or pretend to carry them out but actually violate them; some take 
advantage of the office the party and the people have conferred upon them to 
secure private benefits, form cliques and factions, and fill vacancies with their 
cronies; some ignore the party's principles by striking up personal relations, 
entertaining patrons and giving out gifts, accommodating private situations 

and taking bribes, and thus damaging the reputation of the party and the estate, 
and squandoring and wasting the properties of the state and the collectivities; 
a few people take advantage of cheir power to frame and attack honest persons; 
some put up falee fronts to deceive those above and below, trumpet their petty 
issues, butter up those in a position to be of help, speculate and intrigue to 
get what they want; some are extremely irresponsible at their work and therefore 
cause great losses to the interests of the state and the people; etc, etc. 

It cannot be denied that such situations aleo exist in some of our Shanghai 
departments and units. Only by acknowledging them can we face them squarely. 

We should see that a devious work style damages the prestige of the party, 
sabatages the relationship between the party and the masses, and aggravates the 
degenerate social atmosphere. We gust sever look but not see such situat ions 
or take them lightly; we must instead, treat them seriously and make practical 


changes. 











foue compades are of the opinion that, if defects and mistakes were exposed, 
there would be bad consequences and shadows would be cast on the face of the 
party. Thie valees a question: is thie grasping of party work style liable 
to elevate the party's prestige and increase the varty's fighting stamina or 
to affect the party's prestige and weaken the party's fight ing stamina’ Facte 


are clear: in those years when Lin Liao and the “gang of four" held away, the 
party's fine tradition and work style were subject to serious sabotage; was not 
the party's prestige seriously damaged? Since the smashing of the “gang of four," 
the carrying out of the “Guiding Principles,” the development of inner-party 
democracy and critictem and self-critietem, and open exposure of the party's 
failures and defects have been indications of the strength of the party and have 
elevated the party's prestige. Today, 4 negative factor which is affecting 

the prestige and fighting stamina of our party is precisely the devious work 
atyle found in the persone of certain comrades. Such devious work etyle te a 
corrosive to the organiem of the party. Wence, only be resolutely rectifying our 
devious work etyle can we elevate the party's prestige and strengthen the party's 
fighting stamina. The party hae always accepted supervision by the masses; it has 
always advo.uced the development of critictem and self~-criticiem, It te precisely 
in the process of cont..uvusl, ond courageously welcoming the masses to help wash 
ite own face and get rid of the shadows on ite face that the party has retained 
ite eternal youth. How can the removal of defects and mistakes result in damaging 
ite prestige and fighting stamina’ Therefore, insofar as the devious work style 
is concerned, every party member, every constituent of the masses, every level of 
organizations, and every departme:, suet grasp it, @uet launch pertinent struggle, 
must solve pertinent questions in a practical way, and, in the case of a leading 
cadre in particular, must set a good example. This is not to blow just a whiff 
of wind or promote just some movement; but everybody has his responsibility, 

and every level has ite responsibility. Tt ie wrong to dare not to engage in 
struggle; nor ie it right to simply watch coldly on the sideline. We should be 
able to dare to grasp and to dare to change and give full play to the spirit of 
upholding principles and sticking to forhrightness. Only thus can the party's 
work style be rectified, and fighting stamina strengthened. 


Some comrades are also concerned that grasping the question of party work 

style might affect stability and unity. Such concern is also unnecessary. Our 
efforts to carry out the construction of the four modernizations, to grasp economic 
readjustment, and .o overcome various difficulties do require stability and unity. 
But stability and unity do not take shape by themselves; stability and unity are 
not a pool of dead water; stability and unity do not mean that nothing must be 
done. Stability and unity are not a kind of abstract concept but the mobilization 
of all positive factors, the overcoming of al) negative factors, the development 
of democracy, the strengthening of our legal system, and the consolidation of our 
unity. Those who follow up the surface but violate underneath, who are two-faced 
and practice multiple dealings, who pursue devious trends, and who go against the 
law and discipline are precisely the kind of negative factors mentioned. If they 
are not solved, where would be unity? Were would be stability? Hence, rectifying 
devious trends and implementing party work style serve precisely to bring the 
party and the masses together in a closer relationship, to elevate the prestige 
of the party in the eyes of the people, and to mobilize all positive factors: 

they are, in the final analysis, beneficial to stability and unity and beneficial 
to the development of our economy.

[Text] Ae I read Comrade Pang Zhimin's [2455 1807 2404) “Lovely China” once 
again, it seemed that Comrade Fang Zhimin, who had sacrificed his precious life 
for the revolution 45 years ago, still stood solemnly in front of us. He 
proposed 4 question to us in a very intimate voice: “friends! China is the 
mother who has given birth to us od rateed us. Do you feel that this mother 
is lovely? 


This question ought to arouse deep thinking in people of our generation. During 
the lO-year turmoil, our mother suffered great abuse and adversity. Today, she 
is resuscitated again. Although her wounds have not yet all been healed, she 
is physically recovering and her strength is increasing each day. At a time 
like this, how would we view this mother who has given birth to us and raised 
us? 


Historical phenomena sometimes cannot help being similar to each other. Porty- 
five years ago, China's territory was in a shambles; the state was in trouble 
and the people were poor. At that time, some young people felt that China was 
too backward and “ina was hopeless; thus they thought of all ways and means 

to go abroad to gild themselves so that they could depart from this impoverished 


soil as soon as possible. At that time, Pang Zhimin aleo had an opportunity to 
go abroad; but he stayed behind, Pang Zhimin said to his younger brother Pang 
Thishun (2455 1807 4783): "A child quest not take exception to hie mother's 
ugliness. ‘f, as children, we do not think of ways to care for our mother but 
blame her instead as being backward and poor or even think of leaving her un- 
attended by going abroad, this would be wrong-doing on our part. Of course, I 
am also aware that living conditions abroad are better at present 

and technology in foreign countries are more advanced than those 
if everybody single-mindedly aspires to going abroad, who ts going to save our 
great motherland?" At school, some schoolmates tried to persuade him that 
living conditions in China were too austere: since your grades are good enough 
to go abroad, why don't you go? Pang Zhimin again replied: true, the life of 
China's toiling masses is rather austere today; but if everybody tries to avoid 
hardship and, even in the face of an tmpoverished China, still thinks only of 








how to beat a retreat and refrains from putting up any atruggle, would this 
state of impoverishment not tend to remain unchanged forever? 


What earnest words he thus uttered! And how profound was their meaning! 


Will every pexeon who is willing to explore and think about problems please read 
these two statements! They are likely to provoke our paseion in realising 

that “every individual is responsible to sowe extent for the prosperity or 
adversity of the country"; they remiad every one of us as children: don't 
forget your own responsibility. 


Lenin said: “Patriotiem is one of the most profound feelings consolidated in 

an independently existing motherland for several hundred, or even several thousand 
years." Because such a feeling ie the feeling of blood and flesh. Historically, 
in the case of those who have departed from their old country for all kinds of 
reasons, such a feeling of longing for the aotherland would often engender a 
great enchanting power to attract them back to their mother's bosow. When Polish 
musician Chopin was dying in Paris, knowing that the government of Poland would 
not allow hie body to be transported back to Warsaw, he still suggested to his 
Older sieter: “At least take back ay heart.” In the last year of the southern 
Song Dynasty, when Wen Tiangiang [2429 1131 43862] was defeated and taken 
prisoner, he wrote down the following heart-rending poem on his way to the 

great capital under escort: “The reed blossoms all over here are getting old 
like myself; againet whom are now the swallows at ay old home flying? Although 

I am departing today from this southern Changjiang River region, I will turn 

into a cuckoo bird and return one day with tears of blood.” Please listen: even 
though I have to leave this southern Changhtang River region now, I shall change 
into a cuckoo bird crying with tears of blood and fly back to ay native land. 
What a moving sent iment! 


From the standpoint of a patriot, the gotherland is something with which he 

can share his life and death. On 20 July 1965, another bold record was put 
down in China's modern history as follows: Mr Li Zongren [2621 1350 0088], who 
had served as acting president of the Kuomintang's Nanjing government, brought 
along his wife Miss Guo Deji (6753 1795 3361), and they surmounted great 
obstacles in returning to their soctalist gotherland. "A tree may be 1,000-zhang 
tall, bute ite falling leaves always return to ite roots." After wandering in 

a foreign land for 16 years, Mr Li Zongren ultimately did what he wanted to do. 
At the Hon-qiao Airport in Shanghai, hostility was turned into friendship; 

Mr Li Zongren was warmly welcomed by Premier Zhou Enlai. When the play 
"Welcome Home" came to a close, the curtain on the stage dropped slowly, and 

the historic silhouette of Premier Zhou and Mr Li Zongren shaking hands firmly 
with each other appeared on the backdrop; this was really an extremely moving 
scene. If we carefully examine the occurrence of this earth-shaking historical 
event, it is not difficult to discover: the feeling of longing for his old 
country and bowing to truth were the two important factors which made Mr Li 
Zongren risk his life and resolutely decide to come back in his remianing years. 


In different historical periods, patriotiem has had different contents. Today, 
our patriotiem has socialism as its basic content. To be patriotic is to love 
the socialist motherland. From this point of view, to uphold socialiem is the 
true patriotism of today. The “day of glory" which martyr Pang Zhimin sought 
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after even in hie dreams has already become a reality; the “feast of man eating 
man" has already been overturned, During the 31 years since liberation, we may 
have traversed a sigsag road, but, from the point of view of the trend of 
historical development, these were after all 31 exciting years and 31 bright 
years. Although we have paid a due price, we must also conduct some analysis 
on the basie of seeking truth from facts in thie regard: one is that such a 
price was not entirely avoidable, and another is that we were also able to learn 
something good from our mistakes, What pleases us is that our party has already 
awakened from adversity and has already preliminarily overcome adversity. 
Demonstrating the epirit of our patriotism today means that as our mother 
recuperates from a grave illness, we ought to take as good care of her as we can 
in order to help her heal the wounds still left on her; we ought to do our best 
in changing per poor and backward outlook at a high speed, and thereby doll her 
up 48 an even prettier person. If, on the contrary, one should at such a 

time use all kinds of pretexts to leave her or pass the responsibility of looking 
after her onto someone elee, such an attitude would be hardly justifiable. 


In giving scope to pa... cier we gust aleo oppose two tendencies: one is 

na’ lonal nihiliem, and the other is blind anti-foreigniem. Niniliem means that 

4 person adopts a nihilist attitude with respect to the nation's assets and feels 
“inadequate about everything everywhere" in front of foreigners so that he can 
hardly stand erect. To the extreme, he might even wish to send a delegation 
abroad to investigate such a thir; as making bean-curd, thus taking foreign 
trash as treasure and paying a hig: price for it. Such a national nihilisn 
hardly accords with patriotism; if we allow it to spread and grow, it will 
constitute a great danger and threat to our cause. Of course, in opposing 
national nihiliem, we by no means support another extreme: To close our doors 
and oppose things foreign blindly. Blind anti-foreignism is a reflection of 
stupidity and diehardness; it hinders the progress of our nation and state. 

It likewise is not beneficial to the development of the cuase of our revolution 
and construction and cannot really stigulate our national self-respect or national 
self-confidence. 


in those dark and rainy days, Comrade Fang Zhimin wrote from his heart: “True, 
insofar as today's China is concerned, the territory is in a shambles, the 
state is in troul‘e and the people are poor. But who can predict that China 
will not have a bright future? No, that is definitely not going to be the case. 
We believe that China will certainly have a praiseworthy and bright future." 
Forty-five years ago, when our mother was in deep trouble, Comrade Fang Zhimin 
already uttered a dictum full of revolutionary optimism. History has proved that 
Fang Zhimin's conclusion was correct.

CHECKING OF DEVIOUS TRENDS CALLED FOR

[Report by staff correspondent: "Resolutely Check Three Devious Trends of 

Which the Mccses Have Been Most Critical--Municipal Agricultural Committee Party 
Group Supervises Part) %.ani-*tions at Various Levels in the Countryside To 

Carry Out the ‘Guiding Principles’; Those Who Take Advantage of Their Office To 
Arrange for Relatives To Enter Their Factories, Those Who Encroach Upon Collective 
Properties To Build Their Own Private Residences, and Those Who Embezzle Public 
Funds To Relish Food and Pleasure Are To Be Solemnly Examined and Punished") 


[Text] While deploying work for this winter and the next spring in the outskirts, 
the party group of the Municipal Agricultural Committee recently requested party 
organizations at various levels in the ccuntryside to comprehensively check 
against and examine their situation in studying and carrying out the "Guiding 
Principles" during the past year in order to further rectify party working style 
and party discipline and resolutely check three devious trends of which the masses 
have been most critical. 


First, it is necessary to check to devious trend of taking advantage of one's 
office to arrange for one's children and relatives to enter one's factory. There 
is a commune in Baoshan County where, out of some 84 cadres in its 17 production 
brigades, the family members of 29 households have completely departed from 
agriculture and bc:ome "non-agricultural households." In some counties, principal 
leading cadres of communes also took the lead to bring about such a devivus 

trend. The responsible person of one commune took advantage of his office and 
arranged at different times within 1 year for as many as several tens of his 
children and relatives to enter the factories of his commune and production 
brigades. 


Second, it is necessary to rectify the devious trend of possessing themselves of 
collective funds and construction materials to build one's private house. Three 
cadres in Xinta Commune, Jinshan County, have since the beginning of this year 
built 10 2-story houses by possessing themselves of more than 12,000 yuan of 
collective funds. Cadres of the Maogang Commune in Songjiang County built private 
houses, collectively worked out a subsidy scheme, adeptly formulated many pretexts 
for allocations, and fattened their own pockets at the expense of the public. 

As a result, the whole commune has incurred a debt of 1.28 million yuan this year 
for subsidizing the cadres in the building of their private houses. 
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Third, it is necessary to rectify the devious trend of using public funds on 
extravagant meals, pleasure trips, and other lavish and wasteful outlets. According 
to incomplete statistics of the three counties of Baoshan, Chuansha, and Qingpu 
alone, it was discovered in the three months of July, August, and September this 
year that principal leading cadres of 4 communes, 12 production brigades, and 

1 enterprise had taken pleasure trips to Chongqing, Lushan, Nanjing, Hangzhou 

and places of the like on the pretext of securing precious data. The practice 

of enjoying extravagant meals on various pretexts has also been rather serious. 

The masses have sharply expressed their criticism that, while we exert our utmost 
to build socialism, seme cadres are feeding on socialism like locusts. 


The party group of the Municipal Agricultural Committee emphatically pointed out 
that, although the number of cadres involved in these three devious trends is 
not very big at present, the influence is very bad; if they are not resolutely 
checked, they are bound to ruin the party's working style and severely damage 
its fighting stamina. The party group of the Municipal Agricultural Committee 
demanded that discipline inspecting departments of party organizations at various 
levels in the outskirts must in this winter and next spring grasp some typical 
cases to deal with solemnly and circulate for relevant criticism. Ir the 
meantime, they must also formulate certain anti-particularization rules and 
regulations to be promulgated, so that cadres will have concrete texts to follow 
and the masses will also have a basis for carrying out supervision,

SUPPRESSION CAMPAIGN LN GUANGXI DISCUSSED

{Text} The leaders of the Military Commission have received the representa- 
tives of the PLA unite and commended the commanders and fighters of the three 
regiments that won mrift in the encirclement and suppression campaign in 
Guangxi's Schiwandashan Mountains. This should not be considered ae correct. 
The question is: Did this encirclement and suppression campaign ceally 
advance--as alleged by that person at the central level--the glorious 
tradition of our army as displayed in those years when our army suppressed 
the bandits? Can this campaign ‘e considered another great victory of our 
army’? Did the commended commande s and fighters genuinely feel in their 
hearts a sense of pride over the viciory? 


With che strength of three regiments and with surveillance and support from the 
air force, it took 3 months to carry out the encirclement and suppression 
campaign. Thies fact shows that at first many comrades of the Military Com- 
mission and the PLA General Staff Departme.t were entirely correct in opposing 
an armed suppression of the 480 persons who had fled to the Shiwandashan 
Mountains. it has now been learned that of the 480 persons, about 3 fled 

to Burma; over 80 fled to other provinces; (Song Qing), (Zhang Jianchang) and 
(XiongHui) committed suicide; over 290 were forced to surrender, and the 
remaining more than 70 persons have still not been accounted for. The matter 
would never have become so serious and complicated if steps had been taken to 
win them over by persuasion or if their proposal for negotiations had been 
accepted. Judging from the conditions and requests they put forward, they 
were by no means antisocialist, alien clase elements nor armed rebels against 
the party and army. Why should they be hated so intensely and treated to 
mercilessly? 


It should be recalled that when encircling and suppressing the remnant forces 
of the Kuomintang's 18th and 234 armies, our PLA upheld the principle of 
winning them over by peaceful means as the main approach in dealing with 


the enemy. We adopted a policy of leniency. 


Among the 480 persons, there were young fighters who had been in the PLA for 
only 2 or 3 years, as well as veteran cadres who had experienced hundreds 

of battles. What is more important is that all the suggestions and requests 
they put forward in fact reflect the aspirations and innermost thinking of 
the broad masses of commanders and fighters--suggestions and requests such as: 











correctly reappraise the role of the PLA unite that participated in supporting 
the left during the Cultural Revolution; rationally handle the problem con-

Ideologi- 
cal-political work must adjust to, serve and promote the four modernizations 
and spread to all links of the production process. We must uncover people's 
ideological problems in the production practice and promote the development /f 
economic work with their solution. Besides having a good grasp of the policies 
and determining the use of the major cadres, the party organizations of all 
levels must devote a part of their main energy to ideological-political work 
and perform people work and mase work. They must constantly study the ideolo- 
gical situation and adopt effective measures in connection with the reality of 
their own areas and their own unite. The leading comrades gust personally 
take part and concretely handle the ideological-political work. The leading 
provincial, prefectural and county organs must take the lead to make new 
achievements. The provincial party committee asks the organs directly under 
ite jurisdiction to become more active and produce more results in ideological- 
political work within 6 months and to make preliminary achievements in the 
firet quarter. 





The conference proposes several concrete demands on ideological-political work 
at the present time: 


We must correctly analyze the current situation. The political and economic 
situations at present are very good. In rectifying the ideological, political 
and organizational lines, strengthening the socialist democracy and legal sye- 
tem and rehabilitating and developing the national economy, we have performed 
a tremendous amount of arduous work and made great achievements.

solving the problems of the parte. While seeing the favorable side, we must 
a@leo recognise the existing difficulties and problema; while guarding against 
intimidating ourselves, we must not become careless, but aust maintain a clear 
mind at all times, We must consciously and patiently perform the mase ideolo- 
gical~political work, explain clearly to the cadres and the masses the prac- 
tical conditions, practical abilities and practical difficulties of the state 
and the feasible goale after exerting an effort according to the facte, and 
enable the people to comprehend our policies, understand the difficulties of 
the state and increase their confidence to advance. Only when we have a 
correct view of the situation will we be able to guide the people to look 
ahead, rally them to pursue the four modernizatfons and lead them to complete 
the economic readjustment with a concerted effort. 


We must continue the education on the four basic principles. We must concrete- 
ly and effectively t--.* the entire party and entire people to underetand the 
extreme importance of adhering to the socialist path, the people's democratic 
dictatorship, i.e., the proletarian dictatorship, the party's leadership, and 
Marxiem-Leniniem and Mao Zedong Thought, and persistently uphold the four basic 
principles in all items of work. We must wage a vigorous struggle against the 
serious mistakes in thinking ano conduct in contradiction to the four basic 
principles.

We must 
teach the party members and cadres to firmly implement che party's lines and 
policies formulated since the Third Plenary Session. We must firmly oppose 
the erroneous attitude of feigned compliance and double-dealing toward the 
party's lines and policies. Adherence to the party's leadership requires the 
improvement of such leadership. We must teach the comrades of the entire 
party to rely closely on the masses, share the bitter and the sweet with them, 
work hard to make the country strong and firmly rectify all kinds of bureau- 
craticiem and incorrect practices severed from the masses. We must teach the 
masses to place the overall situation above everything elee, firmly defend the 
hard-won vivid and lively political situation of stability and unity, strictly 
observe law and discipline and firmly oppuse extreme egoism and anarchiss. 
While continuing to criticize and resist feudaliem, we must criticize and 
resist the worship of capitaliem, the tendency toward bourgeois liberalism and 
the corrupt bourgeois ideology of benefiting oneself at the expense of others, 
putting profit before everything and “money first." We must teach the comrades 
of the entire party to be selfless, submit to the overall situation, struggle 
hard, be honest in performing their official duties and uphold the communist 
ethics. People gust have some spirit. We must develop the spirit of revolu- 
tion plus exertion, of strict observance of discipline and self-sacrifice, of 
selflessness and placing others ahead of oneself, of overcoming all enemies 














and a1) difficulties, and of upholding revolutionary optimiem and seeking 
victory by surmounting every obstacle, 


We must be thorough materialiete. Thie is a fundamental demand on the broad 
cadres, primarily the leading cadres, We must uphold the principle of seeking 
the truth from the facte under all circumstances and have the courage to break 
down al] kinds of ideological trammele violating the practical conditions and 
incompatible with the objective laws, to express ourselves and speak the truth, 
and to etruggle againet all the unhealthy tendencies. We must breathe the same 
air and share the same destiny with the masses, and refrain from "faleehood, 
exaggeration and emptiness.” To be a thorough materialist depends mainly on 
our subjective effort, with the courage to uphold the truth, without fear of 
retaliation. Objectively we must create a favorable environment for the ideo- 
logical Line of seeking the truth from the facts. The party committees must 
render support, listening to the opinions of different sides. There gust be no 
retaliation, nor forcing those holding different views to wear emall shoes. A 
democratic atmosphere must be created. 








We muet firmly overcome the unhealthy tendencies and etrive to improve the 
party's image. As the etyle of the party in power is a matter of vital impor- 
tance, we guet not treat it lightly. That the unhealthy tendencies existing 
at present have already damaged the party's prestige disrupted ite relationship 
with the masses, undermined ite fighting power and influenced the social trend 
is a very important factor for the lack of success of ite ideological~political 
work. To overcome the unhealthy tendencies, besides strictly enforcing the 
party discipline and state laws, strengthening ideological education is even 
more important. We must create public opinion for observance of law and 
discipline and against the unhealthy tendencies. We guest conscientiously 
organize the party members to study the JENMIN RIBAO editorial of 11 December 
and, in accordance with the spirit and demands of the forum on implementing the 
"Guiding Principles” held by the Commission for Inspection of Discipline and in con- 
nection with reality, measure and examine ourselves, conscientiously solve one 
or two most outstanding problems and rectify the work style of the leading 
organs. We must make sound the democratic life, launch criticiems and self- 
criticiems and accept the views and supervision of the masses. The leading 
organs must serve as models in overcoming the unhealthy tendencies. We must 
encourage the correct launching of criticiems and self-criticiems in the party 
and in the newspapers and publications, in order to develop the positive, 
overcome the negative, bring forth the party's superior tradition and work 
style and enhance its prestige and fighting power. We must, be means of 
ideological-political work, reinforce the organizational and disciplinary 
essences of the entire party. The party organizations of all levels and each 
and every party member must follow the principle of the individual obeying the 
organization, the minority obeying the majority, the lower level obeying the 
higher level and the entire party obeying the Party Central Committee. We must 
follow the instructions of the superior level in all actions and, what is even 
more important, maintain political unity with the Party Central Committee.

Besides the party 
secretary, an aeeletant secretary must aleo be assigned to the task. It will 
not work if only the organ party committee or aseietant secretary performe the 
work without the participation of the party groupe. The main leaders of the 
party committees of all levels qust personally grasp the work. The party com 
mittees and groupe must regularly analyse and study the ideological conditions 
of the party members and cadres, restore the superior tradition of the past 
and constantly conduct their education on the situation, policies and taske. 
They must repeatedly conduct the ideological line education, continue to 
liberate thinking and incessantly solve the problems of ideological ossifica- 
tion and semi~-ossification. 


We must improve the method of ideological work. We muet follow the correct 
policy in ideoivgic.l-eolitical work, i.e., the policy of dredging and channel~- 
ing. We must persuade patieutly and guide positively and guard against over- 
simplification and crudity. We @uet never resort to the method of blocking or 
even high pressure. We must change the erroneous idea of placing economic 
work and ideological work on opposite sides. To succeed in ideological- 
political work, we must have th. appropriate work organs and personnel, with 
an adequate number of cadres and , sound organization, and reinforce the 
propaganda unite with trainable comrades with a liberated mind, a certain 
theoretical background, a strong party essence and a good work style. The 
commune party committees must each assign a member to share the work of 
propaganda, resume the designation of a full-time propaganda committee member 
and set a time limit for the completion of the work.

[Text] Effectively reinforcing and improving ideological-political work is an 
important and urgent task confronting the entire party. The concrete perfor- 
mance of the task by the party committees of all levele and ite intensive and 
careful handling will have an important effect on consolidating political 
stability and unity, etimulating the confidence and determination of the cadres 
and masses in building the four aodernizations, promoting the economic readjust- 
ment and developing the excellent situation. 


Today, we are at 4 great turning point. Whether in the political, economic, 
ideological or organizational aspect, we are in the process of bringing order 
out of chaos and thorough reform. People are ideologically active, thinking 
and speaking courageously and demonstra ting a tremendous enthusiasm and fervor. 
The main trend is good, healthy and progressive. However, at this historical 
turning point, people inevitably are confused in their understanding of certain 
iseves, failing to clarify the dividing line and entertaining some negative, 
erroneous and even hareful ideas.

MILITIA TRAINING IN SHANDONG PROVINCE DISCUSSED 
Readjustment, Reform Proposed 
Jinan DAZHONG RIBAO in Chinese 9 Dec 80 p 1

Training--Shandong Provincial Military Dietrict Convenes Conference on Militia 
Training") 


[Text] The Shandong Provincial Military District recently convened a work 
conference on militia training in the whole province, and decided to readjust 
and reform the military training of @ilitia in the province for 1981 and 1982 
with a view to guaranteeing the quality of training and putting the militia in 


better shape. 


In the last 2 years, a8 various places had very heavy taske of industrial and 
agricultural production, it was not very easy to carry out the organization and 
enforcement of training entirely according to the scope, schedule, contents and 
requirements of militia training laid down in the training program. It is 
necessary to properly readjust and reform the training of militia. Since September 
this year, the provincial military district and various military subareas, garrison 
commands and armed forces have sent out 25 workteams, led by leading comrades, 

to visit rural villages and factories for extensive investigation and study. 

They carried out an on-the-spot inspection over some grass-roots unite in their 
way of training, further made clear some new facts and problems which emerged in 
militia training, and put forward accordingly some methods of solution. They 

have prepared 31 reports on specific topics, and laid down a good foundation for 
the convocation of this conference. 


After careful discussion, the conference decided to carry out the following 
readjustment and reform in militia training for the next 2 years: 1) Reduce 

the scope of training and cut down the number of trainees. In the future, the 
main thing will be the training of company and platoon leaders of the armed 
militia companies and militiamen of the infantry detachments, specialized 
detachments and anti-eircraft artillery battalions (regiments) under armed 

militia regiments. Other militia cadres, militiamen and armed militiamen who 

have been well trained will not receive training for the time being, and the 
grass-roots units may organize some activities for them according to circumstances. 


In general, all militiamen in training should not be over 25 years of age. 
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2) Shorten the period of training, and improve training methods. The period of 
military training for militiamen will be shortened from the past 4 yeare to 

2 years. The present rule of training three persons or two to three teama for 
the use of each piece of weaponry will be changed. The militiamen will be trained 
by groupe. When armed militiamen in training have completed the stipulated course 
and passed their examination, they will not receive further training. 3) Simplify 
the content of training, and pay special heed to the key pointe in training. 

The military training of the militiamen is to concentrate effort on the training 
of basic ekille and tactics so that they can learn in « down-to-earth manner the 
basic skills necessary for carrying out combat tasks. After thie basic training, 
it will be possible to use a part of the time to arrange some practical subjects 
for training according to local topographic conditions, targets in battle, militia 
taske and other actual circumstances. 





The conference fully confirmed the results of the work of militia military training 
in this year, then carefully studied how to strengthen the militia political and 
ideological work, and arranged the taske of militia training for the next 2 years. 
Purthermore, the conference aleo studied the work of logistic protection 

of the militia.

NATIONAL CIVIL AIR DEFENSE PROJECT STUDY MEETING HELD 
Shanghai JIEFANG RIBAO in Chinese 27 Nov 80 p 1

{Text} A national gathering for studying and visiting civil air defense projects 
in peace time was concluded in Shanghai yesterday. At this session, they studied 
specific measures for strengthening civil air defense construction and further 
using the projects in peace time, by acting according to the policy of 
readjusting the national economy and the latest instructions of the CCP Central 
Committee's Secretariat and the State Council to do a good job of the work of 
civil air defense. 


During the period of the gathering, the delegates visited the peace-time projects 
of civil air defense in the three cities of Nanjing, Wuxi and Nantong, took part 
in the activities of the on-the-spot meeting concerning civil air defense 
construction in peace time, which the Nanjing regional defense leading group 
held in Shanghai, and inspected 12 categories of projects for various uses in 
peace time in Shanghai Municipality. The conference fully confirmed the success 
and experience gained by the Nanjing army units, Shanghai Municipality and 
Jiangsu Province from their use of defense projects in the time of peace. It 
was asserted that the experience of Shanghai and Jiangsu testified to the fact 
that the policy of “using defense projects in peace time," as laid down by the 
CCP Central Committee, is correct. These projects are serving such purposes, 
and can bring about wealth for the people. They have changed the situation that 
such projects could not be used in peace time but simply consumed the manpower, 
material and financial resources for maintaining and looking after them. 


The conference stated that since the Third National Meeting on Civil Air Defense, 
all places have carried out fairly quickly the work of using defense projects in 
the time of peace. By the end of June this year, the whole country had put to 
profitable use 3.46 million square meters of defense projects, earned more than 
373 million yuan in output value and turnover, handed over to the state more than 
16 million yuan in profits, and also helped some 10,000 people get employment. 

The conference called 
upon all places to learn from the advanced experience of the Nanjing army units, 
Shanghai and Jiangsu, further do a good job of using the defense projects in 
peace time, and carry out the work of civil air defense in a still better way.

In accordance with the characteristics of the projects 
and the needs of production and living, we must try our best to use the projects 
in line with local conditions and by opening all avenues. We must persist in 
maintaining the caves by themselves, improve the facilities inside these projects, 
and lay a foundation for persistently carrying on production, living, and fighting 
under the ground in time of war.

LI XIUZHEN TALKS ON FAMILY PLANNING

[Excerpts] Beijing, 2 Feb (XINHUA)--On the eve of the Spring Festival, 

Li Xiuzhen, director of the State Council Family Planning Office, gave a talk 
to young people on the relationship between the new marriage law and family 
planning, explaining the advantages and significance of late marriage and 
late childbirth. 


Li Xiuzhen said: The new marriage law that came into force on 1 January 
this year stipulates that the legal marriage age is "not before 22 for men 
and not before 20 for women. Late marriage and late childbirth should be 
encouraged." Why do we emphasize and encourage late marriage ard late 
childbirth: Because the legal marriage age is the minimum age at which one 
May get married, but it does not mean that one must get married when one 
reaches the legal marriage age. We encourage late marriage and late child- 
birth mainly because young people at about 20 are in the fine period when 
they are full of vigor and have a good memory, and they should treasure 
and fully use this valuable period to learn more scientific knowledge and 
enhance their ability to build the country. Physiologically, a woman who 
has reached legal marriage age only means that she has become able to have 
children, but the maturity of a person's sexual organ does not mean that 
all the organs in that person's body have reached maturity simultaneously. 


Li Xiuzhen said: Encouraging late marriage and late childbirth, we aim to 
counter the tradition and habit of early marriage and childbirth in our 
country. Generally, we encourage young men and women to get married after 
age 23, which we regard as late marriage, and we encourage women to have 
children after 24, which we regard as late childbirth. 


Li Xiuzhen pointed out: To enable the young people to adapt to late marriage 
and late childbirth, it is necessary to strengthen propaganda and education 
in the scientific knowledge of reproduction and physiology among them and 

to provide contraceptive guidance for newly married couples. 


She said: After marriage, a couple should bring their childbirth plan into 
line with the population and birth plan drawn up by the local government 
for proper arrangements. Since the new marriage law was put into effect, 
the number of people getting married has increased very sharply. According 
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to statistics on marriage registrations in several urban districts of Beijing 
Municipality from 1 to 15 January thie year, the number of people getting 
married increased more than 200 percent over the same period last year. 
Similar conditions are also noted in other places. To prevent a new birth 
peak in 1 or 2 years, which will bring new difficulties to medical services 
and education and employment in the future, it is hoped that newly married 
couples, who have not yet reached late-marriage age, will pay even greater 
attention to contraception and postpone having children, 


In her talk, Li Xiuzhen called on full- and part-time family-planning cadres 
at the grassroots level, medical workers and activists who love family- 
planning work to popularize scientific family planning knowledge and conduct 
widespread propaganda among the masses in many different forme. 


She said: Family planning work should "stress contraception." Therefore, 
it is imperative to do a good job in the supply and handing out of various 
kinds of contraceptive drugs and devices. Medical, pharmaceutical and 
commercial departments should keep supply channels open and establish more 
supply networks and points to make it convenient for the masses to obtain 
supplies. Grassrocts units should actively deliver drugs and devices to 
the doorsteps of families and take the initiative to deliver them into the 
hands of child-bearing-age couples. 


In conclusion Li Xiughen expressed the hope that all communist party and CYL 
members will actively respond to the call of the party Central Committee's 
“open letter,” be leaders in family planning, motivate the young people in 
the whole country to practice late marriage and late childbirth and each 
couple to have only one child and etrive to fulfill the strategic task of 
limiting our population to under }].2 billion by the end of the century.

(Text) Beijing, January 30 (XINHUA)~-A writer's attitude toward life and 
his social responsibility are discussed by Zhao Mun, China's leading drama

Never a bystander, the writer is one of the people, and his creations help 
to push life forward, Zhao Xun says. “In our socialist society, the writer 
shares the weal and woe of the people and caste in hie lot with the 
socialist cause," he adds, 


Zhao Xun, vice chairman of the Ghinese Dramatiete' Association, says in 
hie article entitled “Recognise and Depict the Times From the Thoroughly 
Materialist Point of View,” that the socialist soctety alone attaches such 
importance to literature and art and to the social impact and value of the 
efforte of artiste and writers. 


Zhao Xun saye the will of the Chinese people today is “a demand for stability 
and unity, democracy and reform, and a concerted effort for modernisation." 
They demand that these things be reflected in a writer's work, Zhao Xun says. 
The social effect of a writer's work should not be judged only by a few 

but by the general public. 


Zhao Xun was against the tendency to “pander to low tastes, the use of 
violence and extremity of views."
